ROBBERY OF WAGES, 


: — “—— 
TWO MEN FOUND GUILTY. 


“If you were a D.M.P. , policeman you would 
not leave the house alive.” This statement was 
alleged to have been addressed to a constable 

of the Dublin Metropolitan Police in mufti by 
Mas Newman, at 15 Lower Gloucester place, 
Dublin, on the lth of January last, 
when questioned about various robberies. 

Newman, and a man named Robert Corbally, 
were charged at the County Sessions in Green 
street Courthouse yesterday, before the Re- 
corder of Dublin, with having, with another per- 
son unknown, while anal with revolvers, 
assaulted George H. Robinson, Assistant Town 
Clerk of Rathmines Urban District Council, 
on the Sih February, 1921, and stolen with 
violence £28 ls. 8d., “the moneys of Kathmines 
Urban District Council. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., (instructed b the Chief 
Crown Solicitor), prosecuted on behalf of the 
Crown, and Mr. Joseph O'Connor (instructed by 
Mr, P. O'Reilly), appeared for Corbally. 

Kelating the circumstances of the robbery, 
Mr. Carrigan said thet on the morning of the 
Sth February, 1921, Mr. Robinson was driving 
to Templeogue to pay the Council’s workmen. 
He had a bag contaming their wages, and at a 
point ot the road three men emerged. One of 
them, who would be identified as Corbally, 
carried a club. This man stupped the horse 
and held it by the head, and another man pre- 
sented a revolver at the head of Mr. Robinson. 


The disgusting sham that they were a military 
rty was duly carried out, and Corbally said 
the others: “Search him. He is carrying 
secrets papers.” They searched Mr. Robinson 
and took his “secret papers, which consisted 
of a copy of a newspaper and the bag contain-

The men gave the ordinary warning to Mr. 
Rebinson, that he was not to stir for ten 
minutes, ‘and then the three cowardly ruffians 
took to the fields and disappeared. it was 
not until the llth January, of the present year, 
continued Mr. Carrigan, that Newman was 
arrested, and his arrest took place under very 
unusual conditions.

Newman told the constable the 
whole tale about himself, and related to hm 
oo fewer than six other robberics in detail, in 
which he said -he had taken part. On the 3rd 
ef January of this year, Corbally, being in 
custody, was identified by Mr. Robinson. 

Constable Moran was examined, and gave evi- 
dence of Newman’s admission to him of having 
\aken part in this and other robberies.

said in Mountjos Prison Mr. Robinson 
oicked : Corbally out from among others. 

Oross-examined by Mr. O'Connor, Corbally 
der .ed from beginning to end that he knew 
anything about the robbery. 

—T.e failed 
to identify the man who held the revolver. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 
The defence on behalf of Corbaily was 
denial.

“The Enslavement* of England,’ 
draws attention’ to a remarkable and, 
in many respects, a very alarm- 
ing condition of affairs. Through her 
over-lavish policy of so-called social 
“reform’’ Britain is drifting into the 
unenviable position of a slave State. 
Every nation spends a certain amount of 
public money in subsidies to its poor 
population and in the provision of efficient 
social services, such as education, housing, 
insurance, pensions, industrial training, 
and the like. In 1891. Britain spent 
£20,000,000 in this way. Ten years 
later the annual amount had risen 
to £32,000,000; in 1911 it reached 
£55,000,000 ; and today it stands at 
£200,000,000. The cost of administration 
would add, at least, another £40,000,000 
to the annual bill, and there is no way 


sidies, such as workmen's tickets on the 
railways. Out-of-work donations have 
become a scandal. Men in England are 
refusing to accept jobs at over a shilling 
an hour, because they actually. get bigger 
money by remaining out of work. More 
than half the pre-war national savings is 
being devoted now to “doles’’ and sub- 
sidies, and the evil is increasing from day 
to day. 

What do these figures mean? They 
mean, for one thing, that under the

If a man knows that to go out on strike 
will. deprive him of his bread and butter, 
he will be far less anxious to leave his 
job than if he knows that, through some 
channel or,.other, punctual “doles '” will 
ease his lot. Thus, far from promoting 
industrial peace and working-class con- 
tentment, the British “dole” system 
makes for perennia] strife’ between Labour 
and Capital. 

Mr. Hore-Belisha’s: comments hold a 
useful warning for Ireland. One of the 
the Free State’s first cares ought to be 
the abolition of all “doles.” At present 
Ireland and Britain are on a par in this 
respect. All the Coalition Government’s 
schemes of “beneficence’’ apply to this 
country, and the Irish worker, like his 
English comrade, enjoys a variety of sub- 
ventions. The new Government must start 


with a clean sheet. Powerful efforts will 


be made to institute a semi-socialist régime;

The Cost of Paupets. 


Since the two Unions were amalga- 
mated a very healthy spirit of reform has 
been at work among Dublin 's Guardians 
of the Poor. The joint Board has 
done much to put its finances on a 
better basis. Now it is tackling one of 
the ratepayers’ oldest and most sub- 
stantial grievances, Dublin is supporting 
to-day, and has been supporting for many 
years, a host of paupers who have, and 
had, no legitimate claim on its hospitality. 
They drift to the city from all parts of 
Ireland—even from America and Great 
Britain. They are maintained at the 
Dublin ratepayers’ expense, and the com- 
munities on which they are properly charge- 
able escape scot free. At the Guardians’ 
meeting yesterday Mr. Murphy, a com- 
missioner of Datl Eireann’s Local Govern- 
ment Board, submitted a proposal for the 
removal of this injustice. It is that no 
pauper who has not established the fact 
of one year’s residence in Dublin shall be 
entitled to claim maintenance from the 
Union. Unqualified paupers would be 
sent back to their own counties or their 
maintenance in Dublin would be made a 
charge upon the rates of those counties, 
The Board adopted the proposal and asked 
Mr. Murphy to arrange for its enforce- 
ment. If it be true that the adoption of 
this plan will reduce the Union’s main- 
tenance charges by one-half, the 
Guardians will have conferred a real boon 
upon the citizens, The astonishing thing 
is that the abuse should have enjoyed so 
long a lease of life.

That was moved, however, by a leading 
member -of the Opposition, and I have 
no doubt that the Government would be 
delighted if Mr. Clynes or somebody oí 
similar standing would oblige oh the 
present occasion. There is not the faintest 
chance of it. No member of the Oppos: 
tion is going to propose a motion which 
has been described fn advance as one of 
confidence in the Prime Minister. 

It will, in fact, have to be very clever! 
drafted if it is to command the support of 
the mass of the Coalition majority. \r. 
Lloyd George's personal adherents—a 
surprisingly small section outside “he 
Treasury Bench—would, no doubt, like i: 
to take the form of an appreciation of 
the Prime Minister's general policy. Bu: 
that would unquestionably detach the 
“ Die-hards ” and probably a good man: 
other Conservatives, who, although sup 
porting the Free State Agreement as a 
pis aller, in present circumstances con 
sider that his handling of the Irish 
situation has been deplorable. 

The resolution must be colourless in 
character, and distinctly limited in scope, 
if it is to meet with anything approach. 
ing universal assent ; and yet, if it meets 
this description too accurately, it may ‘not 
satisfy the Prime Minister's own desires. 
and the crisis may return. His colleagues, 
however, may be able to persuade him 
that any lack of warmth in the terms of 
the motion may be more than made up 
by the fervour of the speeches in which 
they will support it. 

It was freely rumoured that Mr. Lloyd 
George might move the resolution himself, 
but it hardly required Mr. Chamberlain s 
denial in the House to-day to dispose of 
a notion that in the circumstances would 
be absurd.

NEW IRISH CABLES.

BELFAST-GLASGOW LINES 
INCREASED. 


It is officially announced that telephonic com- 
munication with Northern Ireland will be con- 
siderably improved within the next few days 
by a new puimeúslna cable which has been laid 
by the telegraph ship, Monarch. The landing 
places of the cable are at Portpatrick, Scotland, 
and near Donaghadee, Co. Down, and its length 
is approximately 22 nautical miles, equa] to 
about 254 land miles. 

Tests. are now being carried out on the cable, 
and if they are satisfactory the land lines will 
be joined up at once, and two additional trunk 
circuits provided between Glasgow and Belfast. 

The laying of the cable hag heen greatly im- 
peded by inclement weather during the ite 
three months, but the Monarch was held in 
readiness to complete the work at the first 
favourable opportunity, and the finer weather 
of the past week enabled the Post Office engi- 
neers to complete their task without a hitch. 

Telephone cables laid previously were of a 
type known as coil loaded: It may be explained 
that the resistance capacity and inductions of a 
circuit decide whether a tong di8tance conversa- 
tion will be satisfactory or not. The insertion 
of loading coils artificially increases the induct- 
ance, thus correcting the relationship of these 


quality of speech sounds received at the end 
of a circuit. The Post Office has improved upon 
this method by introducing a system of con- 
tinuous loading, which is effected by wrapping 
round each copper conductor a layer of fine 
annealed iron wire. 

The new cable containg four copper wires, 
each weighing about 170 pounds per nautical 
mile. The wires are insulated by Balata, weigh- 
ing nearly 200 pounds per nautical míle.

LET IRISH “LEADERS

The situation in the North, said Mr. 
Churchill in the House of Commons yes- 
terday, is “lamentable and disquieting “ 
and “a disgrace to Ireland.” 

He gave the substance of telegrams that 
he had received from the Northern and 
Southern Governments about recent. out- 
rages in Ulster. They showed a direct 
conflict of opinion. The Southern Govern- 
ment said that the outrages were the-work 
of persons resident in the six counties ; 
the Northern Government contended that 
they had been. organised by forces im- 
ported from the South. i 

Mr. .Churchill pointed the way to peace. 
“ There is nothing more important in the 
whole situation,” he said, “than that 
meetings should take place between Sir 
J. Craig “and: Mr. Collins. A grave 
responsibility rests upon those who put 
obstacles in the way of such meetings.”

PLEA FOR MEETING OF 
IRISH LEADERS. 


In the House of Commons yesterday Colonel 
Walter Guinness asked the Colonial Secretary 
whether he could give any information as to the 
situation on the frontier between Northern and 
Southern Ireland. 

Mr. Churchill said that, from a statement re- 
ceived from Sir James Craig, he gathered that 


which had come over from Donegal, was found 
inside the Derry border on the 16th inst. 
Twenty rifles and 3,000 rounds of ammunition 
were captured on members of the LR.A, in the 
same locality. 

Pomeroy R.1L.C. Barrack was raided on the 
19th imst. by 20 men, who commandeered a 
motor car in the vicinity in the name of the 
I.R.A. Maghera Barrack was raided on the 
19th mst. by about 30 men. Wires, bridges, 
and roads were cut by the I.R.A. 

In the view of the Northern Government, 
these raids were organised by forces imported 
from Southern [reland. Loca] members of the 
1.R.A. might have taken part. 

Sir James Craig added that four of the “B”' 
Special Constabulary had been murdered and 
their homes burnt in the last few days. Firing 
was constantly opened upon Special constabies 
and civilians on the Southern side of the border, 
and in no case had this firing been replied to. 
The Northern Government had ordered the 
destruction in certain cases of bridges to pre- 
vent incursions from Southern Ireland. 

The senior officer of the Northern Border 
Commission reported that the situation about 
Caledon was anxious, and he feared that there 
would be considerable trouble unless the Pro- 
visional Government appointed someone of 
sufficient authority to restrain the insubordinate 
elements from the Southern border. 


SOUTHERN REPLY. 


He (Mr. Churchill) had submitted the sub- 
stance of the telegram to the Provisiona] Go- 
vernment, and had received a communication 
from them, in which, they said, with reference 
to the Crossley tender, that this was seized 
about ten yards inside the County Derry 
boundary. They were informed that rifles 
and ammunition were discovered near Lima- 
vady, about twelve or fifteen miles away, and 
that there was no connection between this 
tender, which strayed across the boundary, and 
the capture of these rifles fifieen miles away. 

They further said that there was no com- 
munication between these two episodes and the 
raids in Maghera and Pomeroy. These places 
Were, respectively, twenty-five and twelve miles 
from the Derry boundary. These raids were 
entirely planned by residents in Tyrone and 
Derry, and the desire, it was alleged, was to 
get some protection for themselves against the 
terrorism from which they alleged they were 
suffering. 

Mr. Churchill added that he was summarising 
the telegram, and was not bringing in needless 
provocative «statements on one side or the 
other. 

It was said by the Southern Government 
that it was incorrect to say that firing was 
opened constantiy on the Southern side of the 
border, and that the very reverse was the fact. 
They also said that there was a tense situation 
in Caledon, due to firing into County 
Monaghan. i 

The Catholic families in the Caledon district 
had received threatening notices and had to 
fly to Monaghan for protection, and, directly 
they had gone, there was firing and their houses 
were burnt. 


DETESTABLE SITUATION. 


Mr. Churchill said that he wag giving the 
House the two different versions, and took no 
responsibility for the statements made on one 
side or the other. - He did, however, take 
responsibility for nakedly disclosing the facts 
of the detestable situation. 

The Southern Government also said that some 
of their people had been wounded, and that the 
blowing up of the bridges was unnecessary and 
indefensible; that some of the bridges were 
the property of County Monaghan, and that 
they hold those responsible accountable for the 
loss. They finished up by suggesting that the 
British liatson officer should examine the posi- 
tion and report. 

He had received two other telegrams—one 
from the Southern. Government in a ei: ier 
strain, and making violent -accusations and 
counter accusations. Ne doubt, the whole 
situation on the boundary was very lamentable 
and disquieting and he could only say that he 
trusted that everyone who had influence would 
use it in the direction of quictening the situa- 
tion. The whole question of the measures to 
be taken to contro! the border must be reviewed 
on an early date by His Majesty's Government.

Mr. Ronald McNeill—Can the right hon. gentle. 
man say whether the Provisional Government

Mr. Churchill—As I said yesterday, General 
Macready was of opinion that these raids did 
not originate from across the border. I suppose 
that parties did not go in motor cars, but 
whether individuals percolated through and 
joined with the local elements in these raids I 
am not able to say.. My information is entirely 
contrary to the view that definite military raids 
have been perpetrated from the South to the
